Lightning Accompanies

FEW BUILDINGS LEFT 
UNDAMAGED IN CITY 


Great Fissures Are Torn in the 
Ground; Survivors Fear to 
Reenter Homes. 


Con‘antinople, April 1 (A.P.).—Ter- 
rifying phenomena accompanied the 
earthquake which shook Smyrna to its 
foundations yesterday, according to re- 
ports received here. The latest esti- 
mates place the number of dead at 60, 
all Turks. 

Witnesses of the disaster say there 
was a play of celestial electricity 
shortly before the first shock. The 
waters of the sea near the shore rose 
@nd whirled and receded as if boiling 
over a hot fire in an open kettle. Ter- 
ror-stricken inhabitants of the city and 
suburbs fell to their knees in prayer. 

Then came silence. Next a _ tre- 
mendous roaring rumble was heard. 
greater than thunder. The earth qulv- 
ered a moment, then shook and fairly 
rocked. This was the first shock. Eight 
others followed at short intervals. 


Countryside Suffers. 


Complete reports have not been re- 
ceived from the country districts, but 
the damage was widespread and heavy 
In one village a family of five was kill- 
ed when their home collapsed. 

In Symrna the quv-*- seemed to be 
the most severe in the sections where 
the most costly buildings stood. Two 
bank structures tumbled into ruins 
Four schools were demolished as well 
as virtually all of the best shop build- 
ings that have been erected since thr 
great fire of 19%2. 

The population of Smyrna is prowl- 
ing the streets, many of them in scant 
attire, but all fearing to enter the 
standing skeletons of their homes for 
clothing, 

Kiazim Bey, governor of Smyrna, is 
Organizing relief committees, and some 
work of restoration has been started 
First effort in that direction is being 
directed toward fissures. One of the 
largest of these, 60 feet long and nearly 
4 feet wide, was discovered along the 
quay. 

Worst in Years. 

An official report touway, which de- 
ecribes the shock as the most disastrous 
in Turkey since the Stamboul quake of 
1894, says that 90 per cent of the build- 
ings in Smyrna were damaged or de- 
stroyed, including six m sques, four 
schools and five factories, some of which 
were American owned. The report de- 
scribes the populace as terrified despite 
the efforts of authorities to restore or- 
der Four hundred and fifty tents 
scores of physicians and tons of provi- 
sions have been rushed to the stricken 
city. 

The American colony in Smyrna 
mumbers about 50, the chief interests 
being two foreign uission board 
schools—the international college for 
boys and the Gieustepe School for Girls. 

American firms, including the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., the Glenn Tobacco Co., the 
Alston Tobacco Co., McAndrews & 
Forbes Licorice Co. and the Gary To- 
bacco Co. have plants near the center 
of the city, where the heaviest damage 
was reported. 


Foreigners All Safe. 


The American Consul here was as- 
sured unofficially that all foraigners 
in Smyrna are safe Ne report has come 
from the consulate ar Smyrna because 
of interruption to telegraphic lines. 

Smyrna itself is reported as regain- 
ing its calm, but many of the nearby 
villages are in sad p)ights. This is es-

Pittsburgh Conference Votes 
to Vacate Offices of the 
Organization. 


Pittsburgh, April 1 (A.P.).—Removal 
of John L. Lewis as president of the 
United Mine Workers of America was 
urged in a report adopted here today 
y the. national “save-the-miners’ 
union”. conference on the first anniver- 
sary of the walkout of miners. 

The meeting was sponsored by the 
“save-the-union committee,” described 
as the progressive element in the min- 
ers’ union.> Delegates from  [liinois, 
Katisas, Pennsylvania, Michigan, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana 
attended the\ conference, according to 
those in charge. 

Lewis and what was termed his “re- 
actionary machine” were accused of 
betraying union miners and with being 
in league with coal operators. 

Procedure Announced. 

The report said: 

“We propose the following procedure: 

“The save-the-union movement in 
the various districts shall at once, 
through the local unions, insist upon 
the calling of special emergency dls- 
trict conventions, carefully guarding 
against any packing methods by the 
Lewis machine... In the event of re- 
fusal or delay by the present district 
officials in calling such conventions 
the respective save-the-union move- 
ments shall themselves call the conven- 
tions. At these emergency district con- 
ventions the offices of the Lewis ma- 
chine supporters shall be declared va- 
cant and new officers, representative of 
the membership, shall be elected. In 
the local unions new officers shall be 
elected in place of the proved Lewis sup- 
porters. After the district conventions 
lthe national convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America shall be or- 
ganized on the same principles.” 

It was announced that circulars had 
been sent to the nonunion regious of 
the Nation calling upon miners in 
open-shop mines to abandon thetr tools 
on April 16 and join the committee in 
efforts to form a new union.

DES MOINES VICTORY 


Meredith, However, Is Said by 
His Backers to Have Won, 


in Caucuses, 

Des Moines, fowa, April 1 (A.P.).— 
Following Democratic precinct caucuses 
in Des Moines ‘last night, leaders of 
the Gov. Al Smith-lor-President move- 
ment claimed that 176 delegates to the 
county convention next Saturday, 
chosen in 42 precincts were Smith ad- 
herents.

ATTACKS METHODISTS 


Church Has Become Political 
Machine, Says Carolina 
Member, Resigning.

Charlotte, N. C., April 1.—Consterna- 
tion tonight followed a demand of for- 
mer State Senator Brevard Nixon, Dem- 
ocratic leader of North Carolina, that 
his name be removed from the roll of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church be- 
cause “it has become a political ma- 
chine.”

Chairman of Interstate Com- 
merce Committee to Pre- 
sent Bill Today. 


DEFECTS IN PRESENT 
LAW ARE REMEDIED 


Greater Facilities for Consoli- 
dation and More Protec- 
tion Given Public. 


(Associated Press.) 

The long discussed Parker plan for 
the voluntary consolidation of rail- 
roads will be presented to the House 
today for the first time in bill form. 

The measure represents months of 


work by the House commerce commit- 
tee, which tentatively has agreed upon 
its provisions after listening for weeks 
to the  ‘stimony of members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, rall- 
road officials and others interested in 
the transportation industry. The com- 
mittee-has ;et tomorrow for a final vote 
on the bill, but this is regarded by 
members as a mere formality. 

The committee chairman, Repre- 
sentative Parker, of New York, and 
sponsor of the n.easure, said in a state- 
ment yesterday that the primary pur- 
pose of the measure was to give effect 
to the established policy of permitting 
the voluntary unification of railroads 
and their properties. 


Has Two-Main Features. 


“The bill has two. main features,” he 
Said, “First, to afford greater and 
more effective protection to the public 
in railroad consolidation, so that only 
consolidations which effectively promote 
the public interest will be authorized. 
Second, to afford to the carriers more 
flexible method: for carrying into effect 
a plan which has been approved. 

“If the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission determines that the proposal 
will promote the public interest and 
approves the plan, the railroads may 
ca-ry out a proposed = untlfication 
through corporate merger, a corporate 
consolidation under State law, an ac- 
quisition of control through stock own- 
ership, or an acquisition of properties 
by purchase, lease or otherwise. 

“The requirement that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission first establish 
a plan for consolidation is repealed. 

“The inadequacy of the present law 
from the point of view of corporate 
power and procedure i remedied by 
the grant of adequate power if the 
commission approves the plan, and by 
describing in detail the coporate pro- 
cedure and machinery for carrying an 
approved plan into effect. 

“Full protection is given dissenting 
stockholders by compelling payment to 
those who do not desire to remain 
stockholders. 

“It is not asserted that railroad con- 
solidation will remove all the diffi- 
culties of today in maintaining ad- 
equate transportation by rail. But J] 
feel certain that a large majority of 
the committee is convinced that the 
enactment of the bill will prove a very 
substantial step forward. 

“Argument is not req ired upon tue 
soundness of the policy f railroad con- 
solidation, This policy has been estab- 
lished by the Congress, has been re- 
peatedly recommended by the Presi- 
dent, and has been indorsed by rail- 
roads and shippers.” 


WAITER IS STABBED 
IN RESTAURANT ROW 


Victim of Previous Attempted 
Assault Was Fined for 
Using Gun. 


Anthony Frankaker, 38 years old, a 
waiter in the restaurant at 43 H street 
northeast, stopped carrying a pistol in 
December after police arrested him for 
discharging a firearm in the street 
when he frustrated an attempted as- 
sault by an unidentified colored man. 
Yesterday afternoon, Frankaker became 
involved in an ar,, 1ame..t with a colored 
man in the restaurant and was stabbed 
in his left side, He is in Casualty Hos- 
pital. His asasilant escaped. 

Frankaker told police that he had 
sold the pistol follow'ng his arrest in 
December.

Meanwhile preparations were going 
forward in Belmont, Jefferson and Har- 
rison counties today for the erection of 
barracks to care for almost 600 miners’ 
families who face eviction from com- 
pany-owned homes. 


Union Building Barracks.

Seep, 89, chairman of th* board of di- 


rectors of the South Penn Oil Co. and 
pioneer oil man, died at his home Lrve 
today. He had been ill since January. 

Seep, who wae the buyer of all crude 
oil for the Standard Oil Co. prior to 
dissolution of that concern in 1911, was 
widely known among oil men through- 
out the United States, 

Seep was born May 7, 1838, in the 
Village of Voerden, Hanover, Germany, 
and came to America with his parents 
in 1849. He attended school in Ger- 
many for six years and continued his 
studies for only six months after ar- 
rival in this country.

After dissolution of the Standard Co. 
Seep was made president of the South 
Penn Oil Co., and later chairman of the 
board of directors.

|, Later it was developed that McLean 
i had loaned checks for $100,000 that were 
rever cashed and were returned. The 
prosecutor sought detailed explanations 
ci these statements, and at times, mem- 
bers of Fall’s family said, Fall’s voice 
rose in sharp and emphatic answers. 

The cross-examination by Pomerene, 
which ended this afternoon, closed the 
taking of Fall’s deposition made neces- 
sary by the severance of the trials “f 
Fall himself and Sinclair and postpone- 
ment of the Fall trial because of his 
serious illness.

It wag not done before, 
it was said, because the stock had been 
deposited as collateral for a loan. 

This certificate Sinclair is expected 
to produce during his trial in Washing- 
ton, intended as proof that the ranch 
transaction was an actual deal, for 
which he paid $233,000 in Liberty bonds 
for the ranch interest. Thompson has 
been subpenaed as a Government wit- 
ness in the Sinclair trial and departed 
for Washington tonight, taking the rec- 
ords of the Tres Ritos Co.

DEMOCRATS ATTEMPT 
REVIVAL WITH SMITH 


Norris and Reed Only Names 
to Appear on the Prefer- 
ential Ballot. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 1 (A.P.).— 
Wisconsin’s political campaign neared 
its climax tonight with the voters to 
determine Tuesday the complexion of 
the State’s delegations to the Repub- 
lican and Democratic conventions. 

The major fight has been between the 
Progressives, led by the State’s two sen- 
ators, Blaine and La Follette, seeking an 
instructed delegation for Senator George

Two Smith Slates. 


The primary will settle a contest in 
the Democratic ranks in which two 
Smith slates, one headed by John M. 
Calahan, national committeeman, and 
another born at a State conference, are 
seeking favor. At the outset Gov. 
Smith, who in 1924 had 26 out of Wis- 
consin’s 29 delegates in the convention, 
is assured of 22 supporters. The Smith 
men have no opposition for aistrict del- 
egates, but face a contest from support- 
ers of Senator Thomas J. Walsh, a na- 
tive of Wisconsin, for the four delegates 
at large. The State’s delegation has 
been cut to 26 since four years ago.

Will Meet on Wednesday, but 
May Pause to See What 
Hoover Forces Will Do. 


SENATOR’S DEATH LOOMS 
AS FORMIDABLE FORCE 


His Passing, It Is Believed, 
May Bring His, 4ssues 
Into Sharper Relief.

Columbus, Ohio, April 1.—Cessation 
of political activities in Ohio was com- 
plete today as leaders of all parties and 


factions prepared to pay final tributes 
to United States Sehator Frank B. Wil- 
lis at Delaware on Tuesday afternoon. 
Thousands of men and women have 
made plans to attend the funeral ser- 
vices and to pay homage to the leader 
who died in the midst of his greatest 
campaign. 

Notwithstanding the truce in activ- 
ity, the discussions of an informal na- 
ture continued along the lines they 
took on yesterday. 

The plans at present cal] for a meet- 
ing of the Willis delegates and leaders 
on Wednesday for formal issuance of 
the details of a policy dictated by ne- 
cessity and which have been agreed | 
upon On major putlines,,. 

Even after the promulgation of the 
policy of the Republican State organt- 
zation which had sponsored Senator 
Willis as a favorite son, a period of a 
few days of walting may ensue. The 
reason is found in the probability that 
the Willis men may wait until the 
faction favoring Herbert C. Hoover, 
Secretary of Commerce, has outlined a 
course of action. 


Cue Taken From Thompson. 


What reaction was noted today fol- 
lowed the lines indicated by the de- 
velopments on yesterday when Col. 
Carmi A. Thompson, the. Willis man- 
ager, asserted that the conte .t Wks one 
involving the preservation of the Re- 
publican party and for party govern- 
ment in the Nation. "he Thompson 
dictum was accepted as defining the 
issue in the contest. 

Those who lookei at the matter in 
an impartial way saw a prospective de- 
velopment of a sentimen* that may be 
of considerable force in the primary. 
The unusual features already noted in 
the canvass may lhe brougat into 
sharper relief by reason of the passing 
of Senator Willis from the scene of 
action. His name, it is asserted, is 
likely to be used freely in the coming 
weeks of the canvass. 

In endeavoring to make an analysis 
of the situation, certain diagnosticlans 
pretend to claim that the cause of the 
Willis delegates in the State may have 
been strengthened by the tragic event 
at Delaware. The argument runs in 
this fashion: 


Dry Disadvantage Amellorate 


That one of the strongest reasons for 
opposition to Senator Willis was the 
opposition to his pronounced prohibi- 


tion stand. “That the Willis delegates 
do not carry this disadvant«.ge in their 
appeal to the general bod: of voters, 
particularly in the city districts. A 
local instance is cited in the case of 
Representative, E. L. Taylor, Columbus, 
a Twelfth district candidate. Taylor 
is expected to receive a bloc . liberal 
support, His running mate, James A. 
White, Columbus, is a former superin- 
tendent of the Ohio Antisaloon League, 
with an -ppeal to the pri hibition sun- 
porters in his own personality. 

There is a second string to the bow 
so far as the rural districts are con- 
cerned in the inclination to play up to 
the candidacy of former Gov. Frank O. 
L wden, Illinois. Gov. Lowden has 
been the favorite of the farming dlis- 
tricts because of his pronounced stand 
in favor of farm relief to which Senator 
Willis had swung in the closing. weeks 
of his life. 

The figure in the background, of 
course, is Vice President Charles G. 
Dawes, a native of Ohio, who has hosts 
of personal friends and admirers in 
Ohio. With Senator Willis’ death the 
regulars are expected to make much of 
the cry that a “‘vote for Mr. Willis is a 
vote for Lowden or Dawes,” as the 
James E. Watson followers are doing 
boldly in Indiana at this time. 


Dawes Can Not Control Friends. 


The Dawes men are precluded from 
placing Mr. Dawes too prominently in 
the open because of Mr. Dawes’ loyal 
support of Gov. Lowden. He can not 
control his friends. 

Thus the canvass in Ohio is to he 
influenced by the development outside 
of Ohio. If Gov. Lowden continues to 
gain in delegate strength, a wholesale 
stampede to him might be parallel to 
that which occurred in the Cleveland 
convention four years ago when he 
was nominated for Vice President.

FINAL RITES TOMORROW 


Delaware, Ohio, April 1 (A.P.).—For 
two hours this afternoon the people of 
Delaware, who turned out Friday night 
to acclaim their favorite son in an old- 
fashioned homecoming’ celebration, 
filed past the bier of Senator Frank B 
Willis. 

There were few political leaders in 
the line of callers at the Willis home 
today. Close friends and neighbors 
who recafled instances of the days 
when he studied law at Ohio, Wesleyan 
University here, for the most part. 

Large wreaths bearing purple crepe 
streamers today were hung along the 
main street, which glowed with red 
fire Friday night as the townsmen 
marched to Gray Chapel, at Ohio Wes- 
leyan, to greet their favorite son.

few minutes before he was to deliver

fell dead in the arms of his private sec- 
retary, Charles A. Jones, while the 
crowd was listening to the singing of 
“A Soldier’s Farewell.”

Lille, France, April 1 
“Charlie,” dean of the war-time carrier 
pigeons, is dead. 

His owner, Maurice Richardson, an 
Englishman, was able to conceal the 
bird during the four-year German oc- 
cupation of Lille, and Charlie carried 
hundreds of valuable messages to allied 
authorities. Since the war he has 
received a “pension” of 2 francs a 
month from the French government. 

Germans searched Richardson's home 
many times looking for the pigeon, but 
each time Richardson put the bird in 
his coat pocket and hit it successfully. 
During the war the Germans put a 
price on carrier pigeons and their pos- 
session was punishable by death.

THE REFUSAL TO RENOUNCE WAR. 

Foreign Minister Briand’s latest note 
in regard to Secretary Kellogg’s proposal 
looking to the renunciation of war by the 
leading powers is a delightful example of 


| «. old-style diplomacy, in which “No” is dis- 


YY \ 


guised under flattering language that 
seems to mean “Yes.” 

American pacifists and amateur ad- 
justers of world problems, who invariably 
think evil of their own government and 
eagerly absorb foreign propaganda, are 
already hailing M. Briand’s note as sub- 
stantially accepting Mr. Kellogg’s pro- 
posal. They think they see a treaty al- 
ready in the making, by which all the 
great powers mutually agree to renounce 
war as between and among themselves. 
Therefore, they resent: the suggestion 
heretofore made that European powers 
are tied up in military alliances that for- 
bid them from renouncing war. They do 
not perceive that M. Briand is caught.in 
a net of his own weaving and is desper- 


_ately trying to squirm away from his 


own proposal, made last spring for po- 
litical purposes, and never intended to be 
made the basis for a genuine effort to 
abolish war. 

M. Briand’s note needs only a little 
analysis to be revealed as a defense of the 


-. existing military alliance system of 


Europe, under which France and other 
nations are unable to renounce war, They 
have bound themselves to utilize war as 
an instrument of policy. Mr. Kellogg’s 
proposal strikes at the very heart of their 
military alliances. They can not accept 
his proposal. They do not wish to be ex- 
posed as hypocrites who profess to be 
anxious to disarm and to renounce war 
while actually increasing their arma- 
ments and making combines for waging 
war. Hence the elaborate embroidery of 
M. Briand’s note. Strip it of its super- 
fluous verbiage and its true intent is ex- 
posed. 

Reduced to plain language, M. Briand’s 
note states that France can not enter into 
an unconditional renunciation of war. 
If Mr. Kellogg insists upon such an agree- 
ment, “the French government would 
hesitate to discuss longer the question.” 
But if Mr. Kellogg will agree that the 


new treaty shall not supersede or inter- 


fere with the military alliance embodied 
in the League of Nations, or with special 
military alliances, or with treaties guar- 
anteeing the neutrality of certain states, 


then France is willing to discuss the 


wording of the new treaty. M. Briand 
also endeavors to draw Mr. Kellogg into 
an assurance that the proposed renuncia- 
tion of war would not deprive the powers 
of their right of “legitimate defense.”’ In 
other words, M. Briand reserves the 
right, in agreeing to renounce war, to re- 
ject all disarmament plans. Finally, he 
insists that a treaty to renounce war 
would not be effective unless it embraced 
all nations. Unless Russia were 
cluded, for example, if would be impos- 
sible for France to renounce war, as 
France is bound to defend Poland. 

Thus it is evident that the cause of uni- 
versal peace is not advanced by M. 


J -Briand’s reply. - The great powers will 
‘not agree with the United States to re- 
- nounce war. They have already entered 


into a combination called the covenant of 


. the League of Nations, which binds them 
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_ to boycott, isolate, and make war on any 
- nation that forces the issue by refusing 
to accept their dittation. In order to re- 


war they would have to scrap the 
ovenant, They do not dare to throw 
way their military alliances, open and 
at, renounce war, and prove their 
disarming themselves, .

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CRIME A TIDE, NOT A WAVE. 


A warning that the “crime wave’’ ig not 
something that ebbs and flows but a tide that 
is rising higher and higher until it threatens 
the forces of law and order in the United States 
is contained in an introduction written by 
Wade H. Ellis to the book, “The Criminal and 
His Allies,” from the pen of Judge Marcus 
Kavanagh, of Chicago. There are many 
passages in Mr. Ellis’ introduction as well as 
Judge Kavanagh’s book that are food for 
thought. Mr. Ellis traces, for instance, what 
he terms the ‘fold, worn-out artificialities of 
criminal pleading’’ to the days when punsh- 
ment was much more severe, and when “every 
device that ingenuity could contrive was ‘sed 
to protect them from inhuman penalties.”’ 

Relics of those days remain, Mr. Ellis gays, 
in the “‘cabalistic art of drawing indictments,” 
and in the hundreds 
with which the administration of justice is now 
surrounded. ‘“‘The American people,”’ he says, 
“are confronted by a national peril which is 
growing graver every hour, and if public opin- 
ion is not sufficiently aroused as to procure 
some prompt and heroic remedy the day will 
come when the regularly constituted ima- 
chinery for the maintenance of law and order 
will break down altogether, and the safety of 
life and property will depend upon voluntary 
defenders.”’ 


ion of Mr. Ellis. The criminal must be met 
and conquered, and his allies be defeated and 
demolished. The most important ally of the 
criminal, he points out, is ‘‘a complacent, sleep- 
ing public opinion.’’? The works of Mr, Ellis 
go to reinforce those of many others who have 
spoken in the past few years. The hope must 
now be that out of such sentiments will grow 
action designed definitely to put a curb on 
crime. As for Judge Kavanagh's book, the 
American who can read its indictment of 
present-day legal procedure without a burning 
sense of resentment is complacent, indeed.

VOTES FOR ALL BRITISH WOMEN, 


In the House of Commons last week the op 
position to the bill conferring the parlia- 
mentary franchise on women at the age of 21 
instead of 30, the present voting age, was 
strong in oratory, but weak and ineffective in 
numbers, for the second reading of the bill 
was carried by the almost contemptuous ma- 
jority of 387 to 10. The huge figure in favor 
of the measure was the result of one of those 
rare combinations which bring the conserva- 
tives of the administration and the liberals and 
laborites of the opposition into the same divi- 
sion lobby. The minority was made up of con- 
servative ‘‘die-hards” or ‘‘true-blues,”* who tor 
once cast aside party regularity, and decided 
to oppose a bill sponsored by the cabinet, 
whose every wish they ordinarily obey. They 
knew in advance, of course, that their intended 
action was not going seriously to embarrass 
the government, much less endanger its exis- 
tence, and accordingly they felt free to have 
their fling. | 

The debate was enlivened by many tart and 
sharp personal interchanges, In reply to the 
evocation of the specter of petticoat govern- 
ment by Gen, Sir George Kynaston Cockerill, 
Lieut. Col, Sir Frederick Hall, and other 
crusted tories of the old reactionary, die-in- 
the-last-ditch type. Lady Astor characterized 
their amendment as the “‘Swan’song of the 
die-hards,” and added, with extreme unkirfd- 
ness, “‘They may be singing like swans, but 
they are thinking like geese.” Again, when 
Col. Vincent K. Applin, drawing a fanciful pic- 
ture of Miss Ellen Wilkinson, M. P., as chan- 
cellor of the exchequer being disturbed jn the 
course of a budget speech by an urgent mes- 
sage, ‘Your child is dangerously ill. Come at 
once,” Lady Astor provoked roars of laughter 
by shouting, “‘Oh, shame! She is not mar- 
ried.”’ , 


The bill, which received so emphatic a con-: 


firmation on its second reading, will probably 
become a law. In that event, it will enfranchise 
no fewer than 5,000,000 more British women 
in addition to those who, being over 30, have 
the parliamentary vote already, and will pro- 
duce the extraordinary situation that the fe- 
male voters will outnumber the males by some 
2,000,000, the figures being approximately 
14,250,000 for the women and 12,250,000 for 
the men. That is a state of affairs well calcu- 
lated to give the politicians pause, for obvious- 
ly it is brimful of all sorts of possibilities.

TRAINING CAMPS FILLING UP. 

The War Department has announced that 
applications for admission to the citizens’ 
military training camps for the coming sum- 
mer have passed the 20,000 mark. At this 
time last year 10,000 had not yet been reached. 
It is anticipated that applications throughout 
the country this year will exceed generously 
the total for 1927, and that a large number of 
candidates will fail of admission because of the 
fact that Congress has appropriated {unds for 
the training of only 33,000 men. 

The interest that young Americans are 
showing in military training is gratifying, 
quite aside from the fact that the training 
camps are providing for a Nation prepared in 
time of emergency. Indirect benefits to be ob- 
tained through the courses offered are many. 
The physical condition of those participating 
is. bettered. Teamwork and discipline are 
taught. The rudiments of certain trades are 
learned. Those who participate in training 
camp activities gain in self-reliance, punc- 
tuality and many other factors working for 
success in life. 

With the prospect that many young men will 
be denied this training, Congress should pro- 
vide more ample funds for training camps. 
The Government reaps a handsome return 
from the investment. 


THE STOCK MARKET. 


The financial world hag now recovered from 
its astonishment over the activity of the New 
York Stock Exchange. Three-million-share 
days have become commonplace. The 4,000,- 
000-share mark has been passed, and authori- 
ties of the exchange are now looking ahead to 
make their mechanical facilities keep pace 
with the day when 5,000,000-share days will 
not be unusual. The market has stayed at 
peak so long, in fact, that those who study it 
have had time to analyze the causes which 
have brought the present wave of business and 
consequent high prices. 

One member of the exchange, whose knowl- 
edge of its affairs dates back to the time when 
he represented such traders as Russell Sage, 
Jay Gould and E. H. Harriman, traces recent

operators,” he says. ‘“‘The tremendous list- 
ing of stocks from all over the country and the 
participation of the public from coast to coast 
in the United States and Canada have made 
it impossible for any group to influence the 
market’ now except in a temporary way. The 
successful operators now are not the men who 
move the market, but the men who figure out

M In the country and smaller 
cities no measles is in evidence 
between waves. In the cities the waves 
come at two-year intervals, some of the 
@isease being present all the time, re- 
gardiess of the year, the season or the 
‘climate. 

Dr. P. M. Stinson says 1928 is the 
measles year for New York City. He 
says there should be ten times as many 
cases of measles in that city this year 
9s there was last. That is, unless they 

@ucceed in heading it off. In their ef- 
fort to head it off they are doing some 
immunizing or vaccinating; they are try- 
Ing to get the measles cases out of 
schools and into hospitals; they are tak- 
ins; special care to protect the babies; 
‘and ‘they are telling physicians, teach- 


-@rs and mothers what symptoms should 
€ause measies to be suspected. 


HEADING OFF MEASLES. 
EASLES always comes in waves. 


Since the disease is contagious at 
Teast three dys before any eruption 
appears, it is very important to suspect 
measles on slight provocation. After 
exposure there follows a period of in- 
cubation lasting seven to fourteen days. 
During this period a loss of weight of 
6 ounces or more should cause a suspl- 
cion of oncoming measles. This point 
is not worth much, practically. . 
- The first symptom is fever. This 
®@tage lasts about four days. It is high- 
ty important to suspect the disease in 
this stage. The fever may be high and 
sily guessed. The rule is that it is 
Mild and is not recognized until the 
thermometer shows it. Therefore, Dr.

LTHOUGH we today begin the 
A week before Easter, we must still 
take into consideration this lit- 
tle stack of request recipes on my desk.

I 
have to, and I should like to know why 
my omelets turn watery? Please ex- 
cuse my ignorance and oblige an ardent 
admirer of your valuable column on 
cooking. a a 


We cream butter by several processes, 
Mr. Adams. We may do it with a 
wooden spoon until our arm aches or 
we may carefully wash our hands and 
do it by hand, in which instance the 
warmth of this member assists us in 
the creaming process and we find the 
method a short cut in time and ex- 
penditure of energy. We cream the 
butter and sugar, at least, that is the 
phrase we frequently use, so that we 
may add the rest of the materials to 
our cake and produce a smooth, Ight 
batter. We measure our butter, place 
it in a bowl for mixing purposes, work 
it with the hand, or as I say, with a 
spoon, until it is light and seemingly 
soft and fluffy—by this we do not mean 
olly—then we gradually add the sugar, 
keeping up the creaming process until 
all of the sugar is worked in and the 
butter and sugar mixture {fs still light 
and of smooth buttery consistency. 
Then, as a rule, the dry and wet ma- 
terlals are added alternately—that Is, 
our flour sifted with our baking pow- 
der and our milk or water, as the case 
may be. This is the general process of 
a butter cake. Of course, it does not 
give you full directions for all cakes, as 
they vary, but in most instances we do 
“cream the*butter and sugar.”

As for your omelet, we afte rather at 
a loss to know why it should be watery, 
when there is so little water available 
in an omelet. I said, “Possibly from the 
milk.” My assistant said, “But there is 
so little.’ We decided you must cook it 
too short a time, and that what seems 
watery is in reality very soft, gooey egg 
substance, If you had told us of what 
you make your omelet, we might have 
been more satisfactory in our reply 


Eggs prefer to be cooked slowly, than 


to be hurried, and with an even heat,

Then, as now, however, it was 
Kickard’s policy to keep the bally- 
hoo boiling by leaving at least one 
or two angles open for speculation.

After all the suggestions of going to

Threw Brick for Calling Card

That famous bat- 
tle was one of the last stands of his 
predecessor, the original One-Eyed 
Connolly, who brought gate crashing to 
its present high estate as a profession, 
James Connolly, the original One- 
Eye, was born in Birmingham, England, 
and came to this country in 1890, He 
had lost one eye in a rough and tumble 
battle with a sailor, and hence his 
nickname. -He claimed to be a boxer, 
but according to “Kid Howard,’’. he 
fought only one fight and the referee 
made a mistake and declared him the 
winner, 


When he arrived in America, 
One-Eye immediately attached 
himself to the sporting element, 
posing as a patron of sports, par- 
ticularly boxing. 


He always dressed in the approved 
costume of the sporting gentleman,~—- 
silk hat, long Prince Albert coat, tight 
striped trousers, and spats,—and car- 
ried the one essential adornment of the 
type he claimed to be, a gold-headed 
cane. 

Because of the status he claimed as 
a former boxer, he insisted it was his 
right to attend all fights free of charge 
and to ride the railroads to the scenes 
of the bouts without paying, 

One-Eye became very proud of his 
ability to crash gates and would never 
descend to the modern methods of 
working or to accepting tickets. 


As he gained fame, a contest de- 
veloped between him and the boy- 
ing promoters as to whether he 
would succeed tn crashing the gate 
or they would succeed in keeping 
him out, 


One of the feats that brought him 
his fame was his crashing the gate at 
a fight between Billy Myers and Jack 
McAuliffe. The original plans called 
for the bout to be held at a place south 
of Chicago. The police learned of the 
arrangement and broke up the fight. 
The contestants, promoters and spec‘a- 
tors moved across the State line into 
Indiana and late at night set up the 
ring in an abandoned church. 

Before the fight One-Eye appeared at 
the door and was Tetused ttance. 


As “Parson” ‘Davies, a noted fight 
promoter and one of the organizers 
of the Portable. Athletic Club, was 
in the ring making an announce-

It 
was reported that he had been thrown 
off the train and killed, but later he 
reappeared in El Paso and, after much 
tribulation, made his way back to Chi- 
cago. 

When the Corbett-Fitzsimmons en- 
counter was finally arranged for Car- 
zon City, One-Eye crashed his way 
onto the train bound for the scene and 
was not even asked for his ticket. But 
he soon got in wrong with the “sports” 
by what he claimed was a joke and was 
put off the train.

New York, April 1 (A.P.).—Somewhat 

rregular conditions were present in the 
ti Seen situation last week as the at- 
tention of the country was centered on 
the stock market with its most remark- 
able “bud movement” in history. De- 
spite spottiness, however, an atmosphere 
of optimism prevailed, and there were 
predictions that the year would show 
that a political campaign need not re- 
sult in a poor season in commerce, 

Secretary Hoover was quoted in one 
of his characteristically cheerful com- 
ments on .business prospects, and a 
statement by Secretary Mellon that the 
current heavy movement of gold to 
other markets need not disturb the 
credit situation, helped to create a re- 
newed feeling of confidence in the out- 
look. The Federal Reserve Bank’s re- 
view of conditions in the New York dis- 
trict, while cautiously worded, as usual, 
left a feeling that the course of busi- 
néss has been, and will be, conducive 
to satisfaction. 


Heavy Buying by Auto Makers, 


The “heavy industries,” if not strid- 
ing aS powerfully as in earlier weeks, 
a", least were more than holding thelr 
own, Further buying by the railroads, 
and heavy purchases by motor-car mak- 
ers, particularly one of the largest who 
has been slow in getting back into 
heavy production, benefited the steel 
trade, although some unevenness was 
seen in steel prices. Steel plants jn 
various centers were reported on an op- 
erating scale ranging from 80 to 90 per 
cent of capacity, but there was some 
concern lest the March $1 record of U 
S. Steel Corporation unfilled orders 
would fall back sharply from the figure 
o* the preceding month-end. 

Further increase in employment in 
Detroit indicated another stepping up 
of automobile production, while the an- 
rouncement of new models by some 
companies. added some color to the 
scene. 


Adto Ind ustry Prosperous, 


The automotive industry during the 
first quarter was running ahead of last 
year. Some of the kindred lines, how- 
ever, were rather slow, particularly rub- 
ber, which was marking time pending 
important developments. 

The fuel industry continued to make 
a poor showing in most areas. Consid- 
erable falling off in orders, resulting 
from the approach of spring and the 
failure to reach agreement On wages 
in the central district were adverse 
features, Cold weather in the North, 
however, has given impetus to the fuel 
business in that section. 

Little of importance developed in the 
petroleum industry in tife domestic 
field, but the settlement of the long 
dispute over the Mexican oll laws was 
hailed as a great step forward. 

Lumber producers gave cheerful re- 
ports of current and prospective busi- 
ness, particularly on the Pacific Coast. 


_ Gradual expansion and some firming

of prices were seen in the Mississippi 
Valley lumber areas. 


Car Loadings Less Favorable. 

Car loadings presented a less favorable 
aspect, with a decline in the third week 
of March from both the preceding pe- 
riod and the corresponding time of last 
year. 

In textiles, there was further move- 
ment of unfinished cottons, although 
orders in the main were small and of a 
hand-to-mouth character. Woolens 
were quiet, a condition attributed to re- 
cent production beyond the current 
néeds of the world. Silks continued in 
steady, if moderate demand. 

There was a noticeable tightening of 
the money market, affecting call and 
time loans, as well as commercial paper 
and bankers’ acceptances. This, how- 
ever, was believed to be based upon the 
usual heavy need for funds to meet 
quarter-end requirements, and not 
necessarily indicating any permanent 
stiffening of rates. 

Bank clearings in the principai finan- 
cial centers fell back materially from 
the figures of the week before, but re- 
corded a substantial increase over the 
corresponding six days of 1927. 


Prussia Gives Cups 
To Its Centenarians 


Berlin, April 1 A.P.).—Prussian 
Officialdom is on the still hunt for 
centenarians. 

The Prussian ministry has asked the 
authorities throughout the state to 
make it their special business to keep 
informed on approaching hundredth 
birthday anniversaries, and to advise the 
ministry in time. 

The reason for this is that the Prus- 
sian premier always sends a special 
letter of congratulations to men and 
women passing the hundredth mile- 
stone. With the letter goes a “gift of 
honor” in the shape of a cup and 
saucer from the Prussian state porce- 
lain factory. 

Often in the past the government 
did not learn of the event in time to 
send the congratulations and gift on 
the actual birthday. 

How hardy a stock the German race 
is, may be judged from the fact that 
during 1927 alone, 25 cups were dis- 
tributed to centenarians.

‘Week’s Trading One of Heavi- 


est of Year; Semispecula- 
tive Loans Popular. 


RECORD IN GOLD EXPORTS 


New York, April 1 (A.P.).—Last week | 


in the bond market was one of the 
most active of the year in so far as 
listed securities were concerned, but 
new offerings continued to flow in a 
comparatively thin stream. Much of 
the week’s buying of listed mortgages 
appeared to be a sort of overflow from 
the current “bull market’’ in stocks, 
particularly as the so-called séemispecu- 
lative issues attracted the most at- 
tention and turned over in the larg- 
est volume. High grade issues, in the 
main were rather quiet. 

Nevertheless, there were some signs 
of accumulation to supply the usual 
reinvestment demand at the end of 
the quarter, in anticipation of large 
dividend and interest payments dur- 
ing the present month. A statement 
by Secretary Mellon that current large 
exports of gold are unlikely to affect 
the credit situation adversely gavo 
some stimulus to this phase of pur- 
chasing along toward the end of the 
week, 

Gold exports, incidentally, reached 
the largest volume for a single month 
in all time during March, with a 
total movement of more than $90,000,- 
000. About a third of this aggregate, 
however, was in the form of gold al- 
ready earmarked for the French Cen- 
tral Bank, so that the withdrawals act- 
ually having a bearing on money con-~ 
ditions were reduced considerably from 
the record-breaking figure. 

There was some tightening of time 
money and bankers acceptance rates 
during the week, but this was largely 
in preparation for normal monetary 
requirements at the end of the first 
quarter. Bond buyers, therefore, ap- 
peared to pay little attention to the 
movement of rates. An increase of 
about $46,000,000 in brokers’ loans 
failed to bring the aggregate to the 
record high established in February, 
and thus eased the concern which had 
been springing up in some quarters. 

It is probable that some of the week’s 
buying represented consolidation of 
profits made on the stock exchange, 
“salted down” in more conservative se- 
curities. Oil issues and Mexican gov- 
ernment obligations were benefited by 
the agreement on the Mexican petro- 
leum dispute and mortgages of the new 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pacific 
Railway were stimulated by signs of im- 
proving conditions on the road 6ince the 
reorganization. 

The listed market, as a whole, too, 
was strengthened by the want of com- 
petition from new offerings. The week's 
total again failed to reach the §100,- 
000,000 mark. The aggregate, $85,000.- 
000 compared with $114,000,000 in the 
preceding week, and $79,000,000 in the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Present high prices in the listed mar- 
ket have been exerting a direct bearing 
upon new issues. Bankers have expe- 
rienced considerable difficulty ever 
since the year began in coming to terms 
with prospective borrowers who seek 
to obtain for their new bonds the larg- 
est possible price, and more rag, Hop oo 
than not, higher prices than lenders 
care to pay. Hence, numerous large 
loans which have been in negotiation 
for weeks are still hanging tn thé alr. 
Bond market observers, nevertheless, de-

A golden stream of funds, diverted 
from speculative investment in bus!- 
ness enterprises affected by actual or 
supposed trade recessions, has been 
fiowing into the market to make possi- 
ble this great orgy of buying and soar- 
ing prices.

Congress will devote considerable time 
to District legislation this week. Out-

Chief among 
these is the provision calling upon the 
Federal Government to pay 40 per cent 
of the appropriation instead of a lump 
sum of $9,000,000, as provided by the 
House. This lump sum represents less 
than 25 per cent of the appropriation. 

It is expected that the Senate will 
pass the bill in virtually the form that 
if was reported out. It will then be 
sent to conference, where representa- 
tives of the House and Senate will try 
to reach a compromise on the various 
changes. The real fight over the bill 
will come at this time. 


Gibson Committee Sessions. 


The Gibson subcommittee wil] begin 
a series of night hearings at 7:30 o clock 
tonight. The subcommittee, which was 
appointed to investigate the District 
government, will give its attention to 
the present traffic situation here, par- 
ticularly the license system. 

The present law governing neckers’ 
licenses was enacted in 1902 and there 
aré many who, think it should be 
brought up to date. 

This morning the McLeod judiciary 
subcommittee will resume its hearing 
On the bill aimed at the abolition of 
“diploma mills” in this city. 


Insurance Code Proposed.

PALACE 


“Hey! Hey!” 

This is the title of the stage revue at 
the Palace this week and that, also, is 
the best description that might be writ- 


ten of the generai characer of the go- 
ings-on at that theater these seven 
days. Utter tomfollery, stage and screen, 
but probably a bill that will be jotted 
down by the discriminating as one of 
the most diverting ever housed at the 
corner of Thirteenth and F streets, 

The picture, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer's 
'camera rendition of the celebrated stage 
farce, “Baby Mine,” in which Margaret 
| Clarke was the original star, and which 
|Roscoe Arbuckle recently revived for a 
| brief comeback to the boards, is even 
‘more farcical in its present version than 
formerly, which is, wholly unnecessary. 
It is also a little rough and not any too 
‘much in text like Margaret Mayo’s 
| hilarious work. But, in a disconnected, 
‘episodic sort of way it is one of ‘the 
| funniest things I have ever seen upon 
'a silver sheet. For once, I seemed not 
‘to be alone inthis: favorable appraise-

There is nothing of “Baby Mine” in 
the script of this fabulous shocker un- 
til the last reel.

Arthur, Charlotte Greenwood and 
Louise Lorraine, which is compensation 
enough for the liberties that have been 
taken with the play first seen here at 
the Belasco many years ago. 

Mr. Dane is a panic as an inefficient 
chiropractor; Miss Greenwood is no less 
in her courtship of Mr. Dane, and Miss 
Lorraine and Mr, Arthur are completely 
ridiculous young lovers. An erudite cat 
and the midget of “The Unholy Three” 
round out a crowd of funmakers that 
would be extremely hard to approxi- 
mate in absurdity, let alone surpass. 
The prize spot, I should say, for more 
laughter than you have indulged in 
since goodness knows when. 

On the stage there is no recession of 


start things going with a peppy or- 
chestral number, during which Mr. 
Eddy dallies with the violin to every 
one’s apparent satisfaction. Then there 
come in quick succession the Gibson 
sisters, “dancing delights;” Frank De

Somehow, out of 
the confusion the situation arises by 
which the thief, known as “the Deacon,”’ 
is about to perform a false marriage 
ceremony for the young couple, but on 
learning Mrs. DePeyster’s identity he 
assists her by stealing the license. 
Finally she meets the young woman 
and likes her, so that everything ends 
happily. 

Buster Brown, with his well-known 
dog and little girl playmate, appears in 
a comedy that will be liked by tnose 
who like the Buster Brown comedies 
The King of Afghanistan is still in the 
screen news, along with the long-halirea 
beauties of Brooklyn, the airplane car- 
rier Saratoga in action and other in- 
teresting glimpses of the day.

“The Enemy,” screen feature drawn 
from Channing Pollock's play of several 
seasons ago, starring Lillian Gish and 
Ralph Forbes, enters its second week at 
the Columbia. 

“he story is one that revolves around 
those who remain at home when war is 


waged among nations. In this respect 
it differs from the usual run of war 
pictures, which. as a rule, deal with the 
trenches and the business that tran- 
spires there. 

Some ma see in “The Enemy” a 
pacifist story, but a closer study will 
reveal that it is well balanced between 
the nationalist spirit and the interna- 
tional mind that would do away with 
war. In? ir it invites, perhaps, worth- 
while philosophical consideration. 

The action of the play opens at 
Vienna University 11 prewar days, where 
are gathered students from the four 
quarters of the globe. Among those 
present is an English lad who its a 
bosom friend of an Austrian chap, both 
in love with the daughter of an aged 
professor whom life has taught—or his 
philosophy of life has revealed—that 
war is something foreign to the glories 
of our birth and state as intelligent, 
reasoning beings. 

Be that as it may, war comes, and 
eventixlly England and Austria are 
pitted against each other; the two 
friends are made enemies and part in a 
fury of nationalistic hate. But not 
until after Pauli—the professor's 
daughter, played by Miss Gish—be- 
stows her heart and hand upon Carl, 
her Austrian sweetheart. From here 
on war backgrounds the life of the 
young bride, her husband and her 
former lover. She suffers, as doés her 
father for his pacifist teachings, the 
poverty of war, and the hate of 
“patriot” war profiteers. Her child, 
born in this time, dies for lack of care. 
The intense experiences undergone by 
the mother deepens and colors her life 
against the “glory of war.” In this set- 
ting the film comes to a close, happily. 
however, with the return of her hus- 
band from an English war camp at the 
gracious instance of his. old-time 
friend.

of a monster rigid airship 
United States Navy as the aim, a com- 
mittee of five of the world’s foremost 
experts on the planning and building 
of lighter-than-air craft held its first 
meeting yesterday in the Carlton Hotel. 

Within two months the committee 
will submit plans for the building of 
an aircraft, two and a half times larger 
than the Navy’s dirigible Los Angeles, 
and a bid for its construction by the 
American Brown Boveri Electric Co., of 
New York. 

A bill, passed by the House and now 
pending before the Senate, permits 
funds to the Navy for the construction 
of two rigid airships. The bids for 
building one ship were asked for re- 
cently under a former appropriation 
and will close on July 1. The Goodyear 
Zeppelin Co., of Akron, Ohio, at present 
is the only firm which has submitted 
& bid. Should the new bill be passed 
new bids will be sought. 


Experts on Committee. 


The committee for the New York 
electrical firm are Prof. William Hov- 
gaard, in charge of aeronautics at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
chairman; Capt. Anton Heinen, former- 
ly of the Zeppelin Co., of Germany; 
Prof. Herbert C. Sadler, of the naval 
architectural and aeronautical depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan; 
W. Watters Pagon, of Baltimore, and 
Ernest H. Rigg, chief engineer of the

Members oy the committee have 
studied the construction of German 
and English lighter-than-air crafts and 
their designs. However, they do not 
plan the construction of either an 
English or a German ship, but an “all- 
American” rigid airship, comprising all 
the features of the foreign crafts, is 
their aim. 

Yesterday’s meeting at the Carlton 
Hotel was the first time that the com- 
mittee had been together and details 
and plans for the ship were discussed 


Longer Than Los Angeles. 


The ship, according to the prelimin- 
ary plans, will be a craft of 6,500,000 
cubic feet. The appointment of the 
committee by the New York Electrical 
Co., which controls the New York Ship- 
building Co., marks the first time in 
the Nation’s history that a shipbuilding 
concern has gone in for the building of 
rigid airships. The Shenandoah was the 
only rigid airship built in the United 
States, but that was constructed by the 
United States Navy. 

Recently at a hearing by a committee 
ot the House of Representatives on the 
construction of the two monster crafts 
for the Navy, Laurence R. Wilder, chair- 
man of shipbuilding for the Brown 
Boveri Co, declared that his firm could 
construct a 6,500,000 cubic foot rigid 
ship for $4,000,000 and a second ship 
could be built for between $2,0Q0,000 
and $2,500,000.

OIL CONSERVATION 
BOARD TELLS PLANS 


Definite Legislative Program 
to Await Full World- 
Wide Data.

The. Federal Conservation Board, 
which is conducting an 1 .quiry into the 
production, distribution and consump- 
tion of oil, will not sponsor a definite 


legislative program ‘.ntil all available 
information, both national and interna- 
tional, has been obtaineg.

Some have r lied, but the Secretary 
said that legislative recommendations 
would be deferred until all the State 
executives are heard from.

Illinois House Members Ask 
for the Early Passage of 
Welch Measure. 


BROWN BACKS FIGURES 


Declaring that the present adminis- 
tration has long been neglectful of the 
welfare of Government employes, the 
Illinois Democratic delegation in the 
House, in a statement issued yesterday, 
announced it would vote for and sup- 
port the Welch bill, providing for in-« 


creased salaries for Government work- 
ers, 


The delegation stated that the most 
efficient of our Government employes 
are unable to provide existence for 
their families on their present salaries 
and are compelled to seek additional 
work with private firms and corpora- 
tions. In the best interest of the gov- 
ernmental departments, salaries of Fed. 
eral workers should be raised to the 
fame scale paid by private business, the 
delegation stated. The statement was 
signed by Representatives Adolph J. 
Sabath, William W. Arnold, Stanley H. 
Kunz, Thomas A. Doyle, James J. Igoe 
and J. Earl Major. 

The challenge of the Federation of 
Federal Employes to show how the dif- 
ference between the federation’s esti- 
mates of the additional cost to the 
Government if the Welch bill is, passed 
and the estimated cost announced by 
the Bureau of Efficiency was arrived at 
is very easily. answered, Herbert D. 
wet a chief of the bureau, said last 
night. 


his statistics on the bill available, 
Brown said that the bureau merely 
found that the measure would allow 
Federal employes more than the fed- 
eration believes it will. 

He pointed out that the federation 
reached its estimated cost of the bill by 
multiplying 120,000—the number of 
employes who will benefit by passage of 
the bill—by $291; which it states is the 
average estimate granted by the bill. 

The Bureau of Efficiency arrived at, 
its estimate of an annual burden of 
$68,000,000 on the Government if the 
bill is passed, by figuring that the 
legislation will grant a larger increase 
than that announced by the federa- 
tion, Brown said. He refused to state 
how much larger the bureau’s esti- 
mate of the increase that will be grant- 
ed Government workers if the bill is 


passed is than the federation’s esti- 
mate.
